In accordance with Title 865, 1-12-1 through 1-12-30 of the Indiana Administrative Code, the following 
observations and opinions are submitted regarding the various uncertainties in the locations of the lines 
and corners established on this survey as a result of: 


(a) Reference monuments of record 

(b) Title documents of record 

(c) Evidence of active lines of occupation 
(d) Relative Positional Accuracy “RPA” 


The Relative Positional Accuracy “RPA” (due to random errors in measurement) of this survey is 
within that allowable for a Rural survey (0.26 feet (79 millimeters) plus 200 parts per million) as defined in 
IAC, Title 865 (“Relative Positional Accuracy” means the value expressed in feet or meters that 
represents the uncertainty due to random errors in measurements in the location of any point on a survey 
relative to any other point on the same survey at the 95 percent confidence level.). 


In regard to “ACTIVE LINES OF OCCUPATION”, point (c) above: ACTIVE refers to lines which are 
marked by visible, obvious, well defined and maintained, man-made or placed objects, such as, but not 
limited to, fences, hedges and retaining walls. The uncertainty cited for a line of occupation is general in 
nature and is NOT intended to be specific for every point along the line. Therefore, portions of the 
occupation line may vary from the surveyed line by a distance greater or less than uncertainty cited in this 
report. 


This survey is a Retracement Boundary Survey performed at the request of Three R Development, LLC 
through Title Plus to prepare an updated legal of the remaining property after removing Eagleview Sub.

1. A 5/8” rebar with “Potter” cap was found 0.5 feet below grade and accepted as the Northwest 
Corner of the Northwest Quarter of Section 20, as shown on prior surveys. 
2. A 5/8” rebar with “Bledsoe Tapp” cap was found flush with grade and accepted as the Northeast 
Corner of the Northwest Quarter of Section 20, as shown on prior surveys. 
3. Multiple monuments along the North line of Eagleview Subdivision as shown hereon. 


DEED ANALYSIS: 

The subject deed has a misclosure in excess of six feet due to an error in the bearing call “North 30 
minutes 00 seconds West 303.92 feet, should be North 30 degrees 30 minutes 00 seconds West. 
Otherwise there are no closure issues. Also there is a discrepancy between the East line of the subject 
deed and the lead in call on the Eagleview Subdivision Plat, this creates an uncertainty of 1.7 feet in the 
location of the Northeast corner of said subdivision compared to the Southeast corner of the subject 
deed. The subject deed was held as it matched Phil Tapp’s retracement survey #2 above and may not be 
the same as the Northeast corner of Lot 5. There are numerous errors within the perimeter description of 
the recorded plat of Eagleview , PC “C, Env 365 that do not affect thie survey. The found monuments 
along the perimeter as shown were held. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF LINES AND CORNERS: 

All corners listed above were held as good and accepted as the corners as labeled and shown. 

The North line of Section 20 was held between monuments #1 and #2 above with record bearings rotated 
and distances used. 


As a result of the above observations, it is my opinion that the uncertainties in the location of the lines and 
comers established on this survey are as follows: 


Due to Availability and condition of reference monuments; 5 feet. 
Due to Occupation or possession lines, none noted. 
Due to Clarity or ambiguity of the record description used and of adjoiners’ descriptions and the 


relationship of the lines of the subject tract with adjoiners’ lines; no discrepancies were found. 
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
